Albania -Bloc: Bulgarian, Hungarian, and Rumanian eco- 
nomic delegations left on 10 December for Warsaw to attend 
the 15th session of the Council for Economic Mutual Assistance 
(CEMA). CEMA membership is limited to the USSR and the 
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European satellites, although the Asian Communist states have 
occasionally sent observers. The meeting will probably expel 
Albania from CEMA. There have been indications that the po- 
litical consultative committee of the Warsaw Pact is also to 
meet soon, possibly to expel Albania, Such Warsaw Pact meet-
